Control of Water Pollution, hereby makes the following 
rules namely :— 

CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may be 
called the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Rules, 
1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pubi- 
cation in the Officia Gazette. 

2. Definitions: In these rues unless the context otherwise 
requires : 

(to) “Act” means the Air (Prevention and Control of 
Pollution) Act, 1981. 

(a) (i) “Administrator” means the Administrator, 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli.

(c) "Appellate Authority” means the Appellate Autho¬ 
rity constituted by the Union Territory of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli under sub-section (1) of Section 
32 of the Act. 

(d) “Consultants” metons and includes any person whose 
services, technical or otherwise, may be obtained by 
the Chairman to conduct the affairs of this Board.
